In reply to the Office Action dated January 17, 2008, Applicants submit the 
following Reply to the Election of Species. 

Applicants hereby provisionally elect to prosecute the species of the disclosed 
invention comprising: 

a. a multimer further comprising a fluorescent molecule; 

c. wherein the mutation in the a3 domain is a specific mutation in a specific 
HLA class I molecule, such as for example, A245V in HLA-A2; and
